T.-hat money was coming to him, walk- 
ed out of the establishment and dis- 
appeared without a hand having been 
raised to restrain him. so paralyzed 
with fear were his associates and su- 
periors. 


There had been bad blood between 


the two men for some time because of. 
the alleged fact that Cacilla had stolen 
the affections of Candelara'e 
sweet- 


heart. This morning a row broke out 
between the two, and Candelara Is said 
to have cursed his rival. 


The latter replied by striking Can- 


delara over the head with a huge club, 
whereupon Manuel snatched a mur- 
derous looking husking knife from his 
clothes, with a. blade six inches long 
and one and one-half Inches wide, and 
drove-it-at Cacllla's heart. 


The aim was not true, however, and 


though Cacilla was felled to the floor, 
he merely suffered several flesh wounds 
In his arm opposite his vital organ. 


There are one hundred women work- 


ing- in the place, and these were thrown 
Into a panic, everyone screaming and 
several fainting, while Candelara coolly 
demanded Ms wages from the cashier, 
got them and left.

half an hour John J. Crook, who had 


employed him, was notified that some- 


thing was wrong. 


Crook entered the sewer, found Ha- 


ley's body two hundred feet from the 
entrance and attempted to drag It to a 
manhole. When near the open air he 


became unconscious. Frank Vivian, a 
plumber's helper, who was at the open- 


ing, sprang to Crook's rescue and fell 


senseless 
as 
he 
inhaled the dread 


damp. 


Fred EIke dragged both men from 


the pit and then fainted fr(om the pois- 
onous gas he inhaled. After two and 
a half hours' effort the body of Haley 
was taken from the sewer by James 
Flonts and James Dunn, who entered 
the sewer with ropes attached to their 
bodies. 


'They gave a prearranged signal and 


were drawn to the surface by many 
volunteers. Thousands of people were 
attracted to the scene of the under- 
ground tragedy.

EXPLOSION 


PARIS, March 10.—A terrible catas- 


trophe has occurred at a coal mine in 
the Coursiers district of the Pash de 
Calais, eighteen miles from Bethune. 


' An explosion of gas killed many min- 
ers, and three chambers of the mine ape 
on fire. 


The number of victims is not known, 


but 1800 miners descended into the pit 
this morning. 


The explosion occurred 'at 7 o'clock 


this morning. 
• 


The first reports which reached the 


Ministry of Public Works announced 
that it was impossible to calculate even 
approximately the number of victims, 
but it was hoped that most of the min- 
ers had sought refuge in the lateral 
galleries. 


In the three chambers in which the 


explosion took place the violenca of 
the fire was such that flames issued 
from the mouth of the pit. 


M. 
Delafond, 
inspector general of 


mines, was ordered to the scene of the 
disaster, and the minister of the inter 
ior, M. Dubief, will follow later to adopt 
relief measures. 


Later Its was announced that the ex- 


plosion occured In pits eleven and four 
and that the flanies spread to all the 
communicating pits, embracing Merecurt, •! 
Coron and Lens. The number of victims I 
Is undoubtedly considerable, but It Is not 
possible at present - to 
ascertain how 


many of the miners succeeded in reach- 
Ing the galleries, which are still closed. 
A dispatch from Lens says that a rumor 
Is circulating there that over 1000 men 
have been killed, which has caused con- 
sternation. 
It Is added, however, that 


there Is nothing to Indicate that this 
number is correct. 
Not a single miner 


has yet been taken from pits number* 
two, 
three or four. The spectacle sur- 


rounding the scene Is . fearful. 
Great 


crowds of weeping women and children 
gathered to ascertain the fate of male 
members of their families. 


President Fallleres has sent hie secre- 


tary to the scene of the explosion and 
he has cancelled the attendance at a ball 
which was to have been held at the 
Elysee Palace tonlolit.

Herr Rlchter's attacks on him In the 
Reichstag that he wanted to fight a 
duel with his tormentor and finally the 
Chancellor left the house when Rlchter 
rose to spe^c. His opposition to the 
naval bill of 1S93 caused Prof. Momm- 
sen, Herr Earth, editor of the Nation, 
and about a third of the others of the 
party to secede from

A Square Deal for the Canal. 


Men of all parties will cry a hearty amen to the appeal of Com- 


missioner Shonts that Congress decide promptly whether the inter- 
oceanic waterway at Panama shall be a lock or a sea level canal. 
The work is being delayed and the government put to unnecessary 
expense by the neglect of Congress to declare what sort of a canal 
shall be excavated. 


The President has announced himself in favor of a lock canal, 


and a majority of the American engineers agree with him. Why 
should Congress delay further in rendering its decision' Is the 
delay prompted by the group of Senators unfriendly to the Presi- 
dent? These Senators are known to be more friendly to the rail- 
roads than they are to the canal, and it has been plainly given out 
on many occasions that they are scheming to take the control and 
construction of the canal out of the President's hands 


Is this program likely to expedite or cheapen canal construction? 


Does it bear the impress of good faith? 


The disposition to nag and harry the President manifested in 


the Senate conveys a sinister warning of what is really intended. 
The chief promoters of this scheme are the most resolute opponents 
of the Hepburn rate bill, and they are, moreover, closely allied to 
the great railway interests which are equally opposed to that 
measure and the Panama canal. 


What is likely to happen if the excavation of the canal is taken 


out of the hands of its friends and handed over to its enemies? 
This is something worth considering. 


The Health Officer's suggestion that beards and mustaches be 


shaved off as a sanitary precaution is all right as far as it goes, but 
even though it be wiser to risk the infection of barber's itch than to 
expose ourselves to the tubercular and typhoid germs concealed in 
whiskers, the cause of health demands sterner sanitary measures. 
Oakland needs a comprehensive system of outlet sewers, and needs 
it badly. In fact, the necessity has become a crying one. As the 
plans and specifications for one have all been prepared there seems 
no reason why they should not be submitted to the approval of the 
voters at an early date. The public is in an encouraging humor for 
prompt action.

A correspondent asks in a tone of acerbity what warrant THE 


TRIBUNE has for departing from the Bible estimate of Joseph's 
corn corner in Egypt. He mistakes the matter entirely. All we 
know of Joseph and his financial operations is contained in the 
Book of Genesis. Our estimate of Joseph is made up from Biblical 
narration. It is told in Genesis precisely what Joseph did. Does 
our correspondent think it something to praise or emulate? For 
>even years Pharaoh, acting under Joseph's advice, confiscated one- 
fifth of the crops of the Egyptian husbandmen. In the years of 
famine that followed he bought with this grain the lands, cattle, hab- 
tations and the personal service of his famishing people. What judg- 
ment would we pass upon a latter day minister responsible for a 
policy so cruel, grasping and unjust? This policy speaks for itself. 
i is one that the prophets of Israel, Jesus, the Nazarene, and the 
Apostles of the Christian religion have inveighed against from time 
mmemonal 
It is wholly unreconcilable with the-admonition of 


:esus to the rich man who asked to know how to enter the kingdom 
of heaven: "Go sell all thou hast and give it (the proceeds) to the 
ooor." What is the Sermon on the Mount but an indictment thun- 
dered by the Son of Man against men like Joseph and Pharaoh and 
acts such as are credited to Joseph in the Book of Genesis? We do 
not dispute the Bible; we stand upon its record of the transactions 
of Joseph, and we ask our correspondent to candidly compare the 
Biblical history of Joseph's corner in corn with the teachings of the 
religion of which, he poses as such a zealous defender. 


THE TIME FOR CONSOLIDATION. 


A mass meeting is to be held in Oakland to take up the con- 


olidation proposition and institute active work toward the success 
of that idea. With all due respect to the good people of Oakland 
who want lower taxes and less officials, the Encinal: begs to suggest 
that the time is not yet ripe for any such agitation. As this paper 
das said before, in the process of time and the inevitable physical 
consolidation of the bay cities, so will come about political con- 
solidation as well.

Tho Enquirer says

bulletin of the Oakland health office calls 
attention to the fact that flve cases of 
smallpox have been reported recently; 
only one of which originated In this 
city." 


The bulletin In question Is quoted as 


saying strange things, for Instance: "For 
the lay readers of this bulletin, some of 
whom may be attracted by the specious 
talk 
of 
the 
anti-vaccinationlsts, we 


quote 
the 
following 
incontrovertible 


facts 
'No case of smallpox 
in 
re- 
cently vaccinated person has been found 
in Chicago in the last ten years; no re- 
vaccinated person has had the disease 
In the same time; no vaccinated attend- 
ant or person connected with the isolat- 
ed hospital has contracted smallpox; no 
vaccinated school child has contracted 
the disease in the same time.' " 


Tne above statements appear to me 


to be so improbable and absurd as to 
need comment. 
This bulletin la quoted 


further: 
"Dr. Shamberg, of the infec- 


tious diseases hospital, Philadelphia, says 
'There is no excuse at the present day 
for any one to perish of smallpox. 
The 


man who refuses to have his children 
vaccinated is guilty of criminal negli- 
gei.ca.' " 
I have before me the February num- 


ber (1906) of F. D. Blue's "Vaccination," 
In which he reports as follows 
Feb. B, 
Edith.Hempe, 2330 Wayne ave., Chicago, 
age 7, died of blood poisoning from vac- 
cination. An Inquest Is to be held with 
the usual whitewash, we may be sure. 
Dec. 1905. John Hilt, aged 14, Lancaster 
Pa., died from lockjaw caused by vaccin- 
ation, Deo. 1906. Lottie Bjntzel. age 13, 
died of lockjaw, qaused by vaccination, In 
Andersontown, Pa 
Her father said, "I 


believe that the child died from vaccin- 
ation 
I don't care what tho doctors 
say! 
They claim to have investigated, 


and never saw her. 
Her arm never 


healed up, run all the time. 
She was 


vaccinated four weeks before she died 
of lookjaw.' " 


Again : "The little daughter of Frank 


Burke, Hyde Park, 
111., 
died 
recently 


from the effects of of vaccination." 


"Oct. 10, 1905, Geerge Baker, age 8, 


from tho effects of vaccination " 
'Tls thus the merry dance of death goes 
madly on and the medical boards and 
trusts are not yet satisfied "

Marjorls Simpson. 
The family doctor 


thinks she may bear lasting and disfig- 
uring scars as the result." 


Another: 
"Little 
May 
Krlsmeyer, 


daughter of Howard Krismeyer, of New 
Haven, died of lockjaw, aged six years. 
She had been vaccinated at the public 
school four weeks before symptoms ot 
locXjaaw set in." 


The San Francisco papers have report- 


ed several cases of lockjaw in the "bay 
cities" locality. One case, Aug. 26, 1905, 
Noel Gwyn, aged three years, as dying 
from lockjaw, the result of vacclaatlon. 
The Woman's Tribune reported sever- 


al cases; one that of the death of "Mary 
O'Nlel, after three years of awful Buf- 
fering from loathsome soVes, caused by 
vaccination. She lived in Niagara Falls, 
and was fourteen years of age." 


The National Anti-Vaccination League 


published a year ago a list of 202 fatali- 
ties from vaccination. 
The names and 


addresses were collected by only two 
members of the league, and the president, 
iM. R Levorson, M. D., says "The fore- 
ijoing list does not represent one-tenth 
part of 
the 
vaccine' murders 
in the 


United States " 


Catherine Freeman, of Oak'and, about 


twenty-one years old. vaccinated at six- 
teen has since had ten cancers removed 
from her person, and two doctors ampu- 
tated her leg thinking^to stop the cancer 
crop. 
Dr. E. C. Campbellj < of Berkeley, 


treated her for. the cancers, and can furn- 
ish any information regarding the case. 


There havs been a largo number of 
cases of sickness and several deaths In 
Berkeley and Oakland within a year and 
a half due directly to vaccination. 
The London Lancet (1871) said editor- 


ially. "Tho^e who have been building up 
hope by their imagination, that a great 
and beneflfent system of State medicine, 
under which the great causes of disease 
were to be controlled, must abate their 
hopefulness. 
"It must be admitted that the existing 
s-vstem of public vaccination has been 
sadly discredited and 
almost 
mocked 
by the experiences of the present epi- 
demic " 


CHANGES ASPECT. 
Sir Henry Holland reluctantly admits 
chat "U'hc circumstances of late >ears 
have greatly changed' the- aspects 01" all 
that related to thlb question. The truth 
must be told as It Is, that the earlier 
anticipations on this point have not been 
leahzed." 
The above questions are from Dr. J. 
M. Peeble's "Vaccination a Curse," a book 
of 326 pages, brimfull from cover, to cov- 
er of statistics, figures and evidence of 
the fallacy of vaccination, 
From page 
60 I quote: "When the great London 
epidemic raged (1871-72), 96 per cent of 
births were registered as vac,cinatc_d; yet 
there were 11 174 cases of smallpox in the 
London hospitals. At the same time, 17,- 
109 cases were reported In 
Milan, 
ot 
which but 278 were classed as unvacci- 
nated." 
"In the- French army during the Frai*- 
co-Prussian war, 23,469 cases were re- 
corded, everyone of which had 
been 
vaccinated and a laige proportion re- 
vaccinated." 
Dr. Bayard of Paris, says: 
"Every 
French soldier on entering a regiment Is 
re-vnpcinated; there are no exceptions. 
Pr« Alfred Wallace. In his "Vaccina- 
tion, a Delusion" refers 
to Leicester, 
which has for rrore than twenty jears 
rejected 
vaccinations and 
smallpox is 
almost unknown. 
Dr. Peebles publishes a long list of 
/official medical reports 
from 
English 
hospitals which shows that from "SO to 
95 per cent of the smallpox cases admit- 
ted in the hospitals had not only been 
vaccinated once but twice, thrice and 
even four times " 
By obtaining the report of the Hegis- 
tar "General of England we can learn 
that "In the first fifteen years after the 
passing o ftho Compulsory Vaccination 
Aqt (1S5I to 1S6S) there died of smallpox 
in England and Wales 54,700 persons. In 
the second flftejen years (1869 to 1883) 
under a more stringent law ensuring the 
vaccination of 95 per cent of all children, 
the deaths ro=>e to 66 447, total for thirty 
years, 121147; of these, died under fne 
years, 51,472: from five to ten years, 16,- 
000; total under ten years, 67,472 
Dr. Peebles quotes Sir Thomas Wat- 


son, 
SI. D., as follows. '"I can sympa- 
thize with and even applaud a father, 
•who, with the piesumed dread In 
his 
mind, is willing to submit to judicial 
penalties rather than pxpose his child to 
the risk ot an infection so ghastly as 
vaccination " 
G. H. Mrrkel. M. D.. wrote 
In 
the 
Massachusetts Medical Journal. Novem- 
ber. 
1SS2, regarding the wholesale vac- 
cination on board ships in port: 
"As 
conducted, the law Is an outrage, and no 
one can estimate the number of helpless, 
innocent children, as well as adults, who 
are inocculated "With syphilis, or other' 
roul diseases on every 
ship 
bringing 
steerage passengers to our shores." 
Perhaps the Medical 
Board 
is 
not 
familiar with the "incontrovertible facts" 
contained in an article published in the 
New York Medical Journal July 22. 1899. 
by Dr 
Charles Ruata, 
professor' of 
hygiene and of materla mcdlca in the Uni- 
versity of Perugirf1, Italy. He speaks of 
"Italv as one of the best 
vaccinated 
countries in the world, if not the best of 
all. 
All our young men. with but few 
exceptions, at the age of twenty years, 
must spenfl three years in the army, 
where a regulation prescribes that they 
must be directly vaccinated." 
After producing a voluminous argumen* 
in the shape of figures and reports of In- 
vestigating commissions, etc., the doctor 
says:

The boxing game, like football, has 


come to stay and though it may have 
to withstand many hard knocks and 
revisions of the rules governing it, it 
will in the end still be classed among 
the most fascinating sports and with 
some radical changes in the rules and 
management 
because more popular 


than ever. 


Just what these changes may be, no 


on? can forecast, but at present the 
most feasjble plan is the one suggest- 
ed by W. W. Xaughton, that the sport 
bp taken up by the legitimate athletic 
clubs in all the large cities of the union 


and cleansed of all signs of Jobbery. 
There is no denying the fact that the 
gome cannot improve under the con- 
ditions that now exist. 


TOO MUCH GREED. 


NTn most of the cities where the lid 


has been shut down on the boxing 
game it has not been because of the 
brutality of modern boxing but most- 
ly because men who managed the so- 
called clubs under whose auspices the 
fights were held thought more of the 
almighty dollar than the game Itself. 


In New York City before the Hor- 


ton law ttfoh effect a fighter never knew 
•when a Job was being perpetrated to 
keep him from winning, and It was the 
repeated frame-ups' that finally Wiled 
the game there. 


In the last legislature in California 


Senator 
Ralston, who fathered 
the 


anti-boxing bill, laid great stress on 
the fact that the game was not^con- 
ducted honestly and depended mostly 
upon tl)ls argument In his endeavor to 
pass his bill. 


With the bona fide athletic clubs of 


the country at the helm., all talk of 
Jobbery would fade away, for In most 
every instance the directors of such 
clubs, are made up of representative 
business men who would not tolerate 
any of the many things that once In 
a while now happen under the present 
conditions. 


HONEST'MEN. 


Many of the. managers of boring 


clubs now doing business are honest 
men and would not stoop to putting up 
a Jab whereby they might get ft few 


tainted dollars, but they have absolute- 
ly no protection, for a man may fake a 
flght In San Francisco and be matched 
a month later In some other city be- 
cause he Is a good drawing card. 


With the legitimate athletic 
clubs 


•banded together, however, this - could 
fie stopped, for once a man was black- 
listed It would mean that he w»s out 
of the game all over the country. 


ART IS LOW- 


" The art of boxing has also degen- 
erated to a, certain extent. 'Slugging 
and pulling and hauling around tha 
ring until an opponent Is beaten down 
•has taken Its place. With the excep- 
tions of Gans, O'Brien, Abe Attell and 
a few others there are no^really clever 
boxers In the business at present. This 
condition has been brought about by- 


the public's demand for bruising con- 
tests, hut I expect to see the time when 
the pushing and hauling tactics of to- 
day will be a thing of the past. 


That the game would be better pat- 


ronized with such handling there Is 
little doubt and Is proven every time 
the large clubs give a boxing enter- 
tainment. 


PROMINENT PATRONS. 


At the Olympic Club in San' Fran- 


cisco, when that organization holds a 
boxing tournament, one will see in the 
audience cheering on the boxers the 
most reputable merchants and profes- 
sional men in the city.. This condition 
can only be brought about In the pro- 
fessional end of the same by having it 
thoroughly cleansed and placed on 3 
legitimate sporting basis.

of the Crow nation. 


The ritual provides that the squaw 


must mourn for the departed over his 
freshly filled grave, and while this part 
of the ceremony was being compiled with 
by Mrs. Big Rock she heard her sup- 
posed dead lord making desperate ef- 
forts to get out of his grave. The mound 
of the shallow grave heaved again and 
again, and the terrified sauaw fled to 
the tepees and gave the alarm. 
The Indians at once opened the grave, 
to find that Big Rock had kicked In the 
top of his coffin and burst the sides in 
his frenzied efforts to escape his horrible 
fate. He had clawed his face and pulled 
out his hair. Lite was extinct, however.

Gossip About Sale of 


the Fairmont 


Hotel. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March lO.-There lias been a good 


deal of talk back and forth during the week as to whether Mrs. 
Hermann Oelrichs made a good or a bad bargain in exchanging 
the Fairmont Hotel with the Law Brothers for the Orossley and 
Rialto buildings at the corner of Mission and New Montgomery 
streets. Very probably the two buildings are not intrinsically 
worth as much as the Fairmont. But I expect that a good many 
people other than Mrs. Oelrichs would have been willing to 
make the exchange. Certainly she was not as badly bitten as 
she was when she sold her most valuable properties in San 
Francisco to the Phelan-Spreckels-Magee Syndicate. 


The Fairmont was the dream of Hermann Oelrichs and not 


of his wife. Mrs. Oelrichs always regarded it with alarm. It 
was a very big undertaking, requiring a great deal of money, 
and whether it would be a paying investment has always been 
a good deal of a problem. Since Mr. and Mrs. Oelrichs have 
| 


agreed to live apart the lady in the case could hardly have any , 
sentimental interest in continuing the project inaugurated by 
^ 


her husband. He gave her the social position in New York that 
she coveted, and he certainly is no poorer now than he was when 
he married her. So things are about even between them. 


As for the hotel, men supposed to be well up in running 


such institutions have varied very widely in their estimates as 
to whether it could be made to pay or not. The proprietor of 
the Lick House is quoted as saying that it would be necessary 
to get $24 a day for each room in the Fairmont in order to make 
it pay/ But Colonel J. C. Kirkpatrick of the Palace, who had 
made close figures on leasing the hotel, said that he had deter- 
mined that the people who were backing him in the enterprise 
could afford to pay Mrs. Oelrichs $100,000 a year, and that in the 
very first year of opening the hotel they could make a reason- 
able profit'of from $10,000 to $15,000. That was close figuring, 
but Kirkpatrick is a thoroughly able man in hotel management, 
and he had figured on just how many months in a year the hotel 
could be kept full and just what proportion of the rooms would 
be likely to be vacant during other parts of the year. 


Just now the hotels in San Francisco are overrun. Not a 


day passes that people are not turned away from both the 
Palace and the St. Francis. Probably the Lick, the Occidental 
and the Grand have similar experiences. And I believe that I 


' Avrote you last summer that Colonel Kirkpatrick said the June 


business at the Palace was a great deal larger than the January 
business used to be a few years ago. Under such conditions the 
Fairmont is almost certain to be a great money making success 
if it is properly managed. But the investment in that property 
is over $3.000,000. and $100,000 a year would not be a tremen- 
dous interest on that amount. So Mrs. Oelrichs did not feel 
that she was giving up a great bonanza when she made the trade 
with the Laws.

As for the property she took in exchange, it pays excep- 


tionally well. When Herbert E. Law started to build the 
Rialto'people laughed at him and thought he was a lunatic to 
put up a big eight-story fireproof office building at the corner of . 
Mission and New Montgomery streets. It seemed a little out 
of the way for offices at that time, but Law knew what he was 
about and all the offices were rented before the carpenters were 
out of the building. I was told that the property was paying 
over six per cent on the investment before all the stores had 
been rented. As for the Crossley, it was remodeled in rather a 
cheap fashion by Dr. Hartland Law, but it has been very suc- 
cessful, and the architect told me that it was the best paying 
building in San Francisco, bringing in over twelve per cent on 
the investment. Just what per cent the buildings .will pay on 
$3,000,000, the value of the Fairmont, remains to be seen. But 
there is no question of the value of the property, and all Mission 
street frontages are increasing in value hand over fist. So

Oelrichs probably did fairly well in making the exchange 


Now the question is, what sort of a hotel will the Laws 


make of the magnificent Fairmont? If they increase the num- 
ber of rooms by the addition of other stories and by the carry- 
ing up of the wings on the eastern front, they may possibly 
somewhat mar the symmetry of the structure, but they certain- 
ly will put it in condition where it can be made to pay much 


• more if it can be kept full. But beyond the construction of the 
hotel is the other question, whether the Laws will run it in the 
same high class way that Mrs. Oelrichs had intended. 
- 


The Laws have built up a big fortune out of nothing. It is 


not a great many years ago that they began puting on the mar- 
ket a patent medicine called Viavi. This medicine is sold to 
women, generally through female agencies. 
The Laws have 


developed an enormous trade by a system of correspondence 


X and a lecture bureau which they originated themselves. The 
income from the medicine is very large and they for a time care- 
fully hoarded it. Once they had money to use they invested it 
in a daring but long-headed fashion and their properties bring 
them in a very handsome return. 


On Market street, next to the Palace Hotel, is now being 


erected a building called the Monadnock belonging to Herbert 
h Law. • It is not a handsome building, and is constructed just 
as cheaply as a ten-story, steel-frame, fireproof building can be 
pat up. The cheapness of this construction has led some peo- 
ple to fear that the Laws wiU run the Fairmont in rather a 
cheap fashion. But probably they will be too long-headed for 
that, for unless the big hotel is kept up to an ultra-fashionable 
pitch, and operated in the most up-to-date way, it cannot be a 
success. The only thing we can do is to wait and let the daring 
brothers have a good chance to make their big investment a 
financial hit.

ideals he represented, and straightway 
they gathered up hammers, and the 
sound of their blows echoed among the 
Berkeley hills. 


It Is a matter of history now' that 


D. C- Gilman shook the dust of Cali- 
fornia from his fete, and the Johns 
Hopkins University, one of the fore- 
most post graduate universities in the 
whole world stands as a monument to 
his greatness as a college president. 


We are a big people, but we are 


trifle crude in some 
ways, 
and of 


course there are people who think that 
finding fault, showing an ability to 
criticize, is a sign of their own supe- 
rior knowledge. 


It is .not at all—any one can find 


fault—since nothing in this little world 
of ours strikes the note of perfection. 
It takes a big nature to extend the 
right hand of fellowship, and to give 
the 
royal 
note 
of 
encouragement, 


which means- so much to a comrade 
wften he has done his best. 
' There have been all sorts of reviews 
of the symphony concert; and it must 
be said that most of'them have been 
fairly well.done. 


Of course, some of them have missed 


the entire spirit of the symphony, the 


message that it brought, and have con- 
cerned themselves only wKh the tech- 
nical part of the concert. You are 
rather sorry for t.he man who spent hfs 
time in looking for faults. 
I suppose 


he found them, and perhaps many of 
them, but he missed the glory of the 
afternoon. 


One 
hears 
that 
there were not 


enough rehearsals. Well, the sympho- 
ny concerts are going to bring us so 
much money 'that another 'year the 
musicians will play only in-these con- 
certs, and not have to take other work 
besides. 
People will be coming from 


all over the country, as they went to 
little Bethlehem in Pennsylvania. 


It was a little bit of a town, but it 


held a big, man, and he led a big or- 
chestra, so the wise men came from 
many sections of the country. 


It 
must be remembered. t5iat the 


members of the symphony orchestra 
are not amateurs. 
Each 
one is a 


trained artist—each one is a soloist, 
each one would be able to lead on his 
own account, an orchestra. 
Each Is 


able to work out his own part to a 
fineness of finish, so for musicians like 
these many rehearsals are not neces- 
sary. 


Men who have studied many yearn 


abroad were the most enthusiastic. 
One of them .has said—a man who has 
spent many years in the best musical 
centers abroad:

does not go to 
Berkeley 
to 


criticize any more than one goes to 
church to criticize- 
The music was

the lake and the foothills to the north. 


At the extreme northern end of the 


lake, the shore is skirted by a drive- 
way, 
which is on city property, and 


which is a part of the proposed boule- 
vard which is to lead to Grand ave- 
nue from the east side of the 
lake. 


Heretofore, this road used to run to a 
sharp point at the end of the lake, 
which was practically but a stretch of 
marsh land. 
This point, however, is 


being cut off, and Superintendent Ott 
has a number of men at work building 
a road across the marsh to connect on 
a curve with Lake Shore avenue, which 


Is the present name of what will even- 
tually be the northern extension of the 
boulevard on the east side of Lake 
Merritt.

advance toward 


perfect road Is being made by the 
dumping of rock from the Piedmont 
quarries. This is, of course, only an 
initial proceeding, and is all that the 
funds available will enable to be done 
at this time, but it serves to show the 
purpose in view which is eventually to 
have the lake girdled by a roadway 
which will not be excelled on the Pa- 
cific Coast.

In the Council, led by Councilmen Alt- 
ken and Donaldson', to secure an ap- 
propriation of $15,000 with which to 
build a retaining wall for the boule- 
vard from Eighteenth street northerly, 
and these gentlemen have hopes of car- 
rying their point. They are backed by 
the great majority of the Council, and 
by the people generally, more especial- 
ly the residents in that section of the 
city. 


Recently there was a meeting of 


about twenty of the best known of 
those citizens at the home of Super- 
visor Rowe, and it was decided to give 
active support to the Councilmen 
in 


question in their effort to secure the 
appropriation referred to. 


It was, at one time, understood that 


there was only $6000 in the boulevard 


located here. 


BULKHEAD AND FURNACES. 
Still further advancement, however, 


is expected, and, among other things. 
it Is said that the company is going to 
build a bulkhead along the water front 
of Its property, and to erect some blast 
furnaces. 


The company owns about 1500 feet 


abutting on the estuary, ant the facing 
of that stretch of land with a bulkhead 
would be a great improvement, and 
would represent an outlay of many 
thousand dollars. 


It Is understood that one of the offi- 


cers of the company is now in the East 
looking into the matter of securing 
blast furnaces with which to work over 
mineral and refuse metal, which latter 
now goes to waste.

EAST OAKLAND 


PARK AND SEWER. 


The principle which actuates the ad- 


ministration 
In 
the 
performance of 


public work Is to do some of it at 
the same time In all sections of the 
city. As a consequence, th9- Seventh 
Ward has now more attention paid to 
It than it ever experienced before. The 
streets of that ward are being repair- 
ed, Independence Square is being teau- 
tlfled, 
and 
sewers are 
being con- 


structed. 


Eighteen or twenty years ago there 


were driveways cut through Independ- 
ence Square. These drives were macad- 
amized and guttered with stone. 
The 


drives have long been opposed by the 
people In the vicinity because reckless 
folk speeding horses over them have 
oflen endangered the lives of child- 
ren, and in some Instances have ac- 
tually Injured the little ones- 


UP COMES .ROADWAY. 


Accordingly, the improvement club 


of that section of the city has asked 
the Board of Public Works to convert 
the drives Into walks, and-the request 
is now being complied with, under the 
direction of Superintendent of Streets 
Ott. 
These roads will be obliterated, 


and walks will lead out In their stead. 
The stone used In the roadway and 
the gutters Is being taken u-4«nd plac- 


ed where it will do most good In re- 
pairing adjoining streets. 


FOUNTAIN. 


Among the other new features in- 


tended for this square is a fountain. 
This will be erected on the. acclivity 
at the head of Seventh avenue, and 
will be visible from quite a distance 
south on that thoroughfare. 


There is also to be a. lake at the 


East Sixteenth street 
side, 
between 


Seventeenth and Nineteenth avenues, 
and this lake will be fed by the over- 
flow of the fountain. 


Besides this there will be a child- 


ren's play ground near the corner of 
East Sixteenth street and Sixteenth 
avenue, and a lawn tennis court near 
the corner of Sixteenth avenue and 
East Eighteenth street 


LARGE SEWER. 


East 
Oakland has needed an im- 


provement in drainage for some time, 
and a sewer Is now being constructed 
which -will afford great relief to the 
people. 
This sewer is being built by 


F. H. Dahnke. It runs on Twenty-sec- 
ond avenue south of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad to the estuarj'. 
Before 


it reaches the latter, however, it runs 
through the private property of the 
Pacific Steel & Wire Company, right 
of way for which has been granted by 
that corporation. 
The sewer will be 


1000 feet long. 'It Is being built of con- 
crete, and four feet six inches in diam- 
eter, and will cost $7200. It is being 
built "for the Board of Public Works, 
Monte Clement being inspector. 


The sewer will connect with drains 


which reach as far as Fruitvaie, and 
thus will be able to take oft water 
which has been an annoyance JLO the 
people on either side of the line which 
separates Fruitvaie from Oakland.

THE FAIRMOUNT 
DEAL. 


When it became known that 


Mrs. 
Hermann 
Oelrichs 
had 


transferred the Fairmount hotel 
to Herbert and Dr. Hartland 
Law there was rejoicing among 
men who are concerned for the 
welfare of San Francisco. Finan- 
ciers and men of large property 
interests felt that the deal would 
prove of vast benefit to this city. 
There was consequently great re- 
joicing in financial circles. It is 
known that the Laws, both for 
sentimental and pecuniary reas- 
ons, are eager to stimulate the 
growth of this metropolis, and 
when they took hold of the big 
hotel project it was tantamount 
to a declaration of faith and con- 
fidence, on the part of 
two 


shrewd business men in the city's 
future. Though there were sev- 
eral hotel men desirous of leas- 
ing the Fairmount, the size and 
situation of the hotel occasioned 
some misgivings as to its com- 
mercial value. It was looked up- 
oh by some, who were under the 
impression that the city is already 
well supplied with hotels, as a 
purely experimental project, but 
when the Laws exchanged two 
fine pieces of income property 
for the chaste and stately pal- 
ace on the hill, the conclusion 
was unanimous that it was des- 
tined to prove a Bonanza. And 
though it was announced that the 
Laws intended 
to 
enlarge the 


building, nobody was astonished. 
It seemed to be taken for grant- 
ed that the Laws knew what they 
were talking about, and I am 
quite sure they do. I am glad 
that Mrs. Oelrichs made the deal 
because while the hotel was on 
her hands she was unintentional- 
ly creating the impression that 
it was a white elephant. Being a 
woman she found it hard to make 
up her mind, and as she has had 
business experience of a kind 
that made her quite skeptical it 
was not easy to close a bargain 
with her. The matter of the lease 
had been hanging fire so long 
that several local capitalists got 
together and offered to organize 
a syndicate to run the hotel and 
take Mrs. Oelrichs in. Rudolph 
Spreckels, the Laws, the Magees, 
and others were in the combina- 
tion and they were ready to take 
the lease on Mrs. Oelrichs' terms. 
At once the hotel looked so good 
to her that she wanted fifty pel 
cent of the stock. The syndicate 
went to pieces on the spot. And 
then came the proposition It^m 
the Laws. 


A TOUCH OF 
SENTIMENT. 


Rarely 
does sentiment enter 


into business, but it was injected 
into the Laws-Oelnchs transac- 
tion and imparted a pleasant flav- 
or to the deal 
When the agree- 


ment of transfer was drawn up it 
was learned for the fiist time that 
Mrs. Oelrichs had not viewed the 


• Fairmount merely as a commer- 
cial enterprise. Though it had 
occasioned a great deal of anx- 
iety it had become her pet pro- 
ject and she looked forward to 
the day when it would not only 
be regarded as one of the most 
attractive and creditable features 
of this city, but would become fa- 
mous for its grandeur and mag- 
nificence 
It was learned that 


Mrs. Oelrichs had made trips to 
Europe for the special purpose of 
familiarizing herself with the ap- 
pointments of the most artistic 
'hotels of the old world, that she 
had interviewed the most re- 
nowned decorators 
and artists 


and had purchased draperies and 
'ornaments that are unsurpassed 
"in any hotel 
in Europe. 
The 


Laws and others who listened to 
her were amazed at the technical 
knowledge 
she displayed and 


when she finished Herbert Law 
took occasion to assure her that 
the name-of the Fairmount would 
never be changed, and he added, 
"The finest suite of rooms in the 


hotel will be named the Oelrichs 
suit, and they will always be at 
your disposal ifree of charge." 


FEATURES OF 
THE FAIRMOUNT. 


A great deal has been written 


about the Fairmount but the pub- 
lic have not the faintest concep- 
tion of what is to be offered when 
the doors of the Nob Hill hotel 
are thrown open to business. It 
is not generally known that vis- 
itors have been religigusly ex- 
cluded during the 
progress of 


construction, and for no oth?r 
"eason than that the owner wish- 
ed to have" the pleasure of sur- 
prising and dazzling the people 
of 
San 
Francisco. 
Thousands 


have admired the exterior and 
though it suggests a palace of Al- 
cinous, the srniple splendor of 
those white walls conveys not 
even a faint hit of the interior sys- 
tem of refined artisanship diffus- 
ed like a general atmosphere of 
beauty and richness. But there 
is more than ornamentation and 
richness of material to command 
admiration.

detail it will be unsurpassed. For 
example, there is to be a large 
Ijallroom in which absolute priv- 
acy can be secured. It may be 
reached without entering the ho- 
tel and will be connected with 
hat, cloak and retiring rooms, 
and also with a banquet room. 
But perhaps the most important 
feature is the concert or conven- 
tion hall.
